Politics and Religion. 
The New York papers are discussing the 
question whether clergymen should treat of 
political questions cither in their pulpits or 
through religious periodicals. 

It is obvious that this qnestion requires more 
precise discriminations than newspapers are apt 
to make. No one will deny that the highest 
and most commanding relations sustained by a 
human being are, his moral relations to God— 
that his supreme daty is, obedience to God— 
that his greatest interest is identified with, obe- 
dience to God. What the Supreme Ruler com- 
mands, is morally Right; what He forbids, is 
morally Wrong. Questions are continually 
arising in the course of human affairs, which 
concern chiefly or altogether Right or Wrong.

These questions are of the highest and most vi- 
tal interest toman. There are other questions 
again, involving incidentally Right or Wroag: 
and they are next in importance. 

The moral relations of a man to his God, and 
to his fellow men, are the peculiar subjects of 
the care and supervision of a Church. The 
clergymen of a Church are the religious teach- 
ers, whose vocation it is, to trace out distinctly 
all these relations, and their requirements, in 
every forin of life and society. Whenever, 
therefore, a question agitates the public mind, 
the first duty of ihe religious teacher is, to in- 
quire whether it involve a man’s moral rela- 
tions; if it does, to what extent;—and his next 
duty is, to show and enforce the requirements 
of the laws of the Supreme Governor, just to 
tha extent. It matters not what shape orstyle 
the question’may take—social, literary, pecuni- 
iry, economical, or political; just in so far as it 
involves moral right or wrong, just in so far as 
it affects a man’s moral relations to God and 
his fellow man, it is a legitimate subject of dis- 
cussion for the religious teacher, and of action 
for the Church. 

In some questions the moral element is clear- 
ly, the predominant one. Such are the ques- 
tions connected with Temperance, Slavery, 
War, and our Policy towards the Aborigines of 
the country. These undoubtedly may, and do 
at times, assume a political shape on account 
of the merely political considerations agsociat- 
ed with them; but the moral “element is always 
conspicuous in them, tu such an extent, indeed, 
that primarily they must be regarded as moral 
questions. Now, just so far as they affect mor- 
al relatious—that is, a man’s duties to his God 
and his fellow man—they are to be tested by 
moral Jaw, and to be treated of by the Church 
and its religious teachers. 

It will be noticed that we donot argue this sub- 
ject—but merely discriminate and state posi- 
tions, trusting to common sense to ratify them 

Again, there are questions which we may 
suppose to be started in the community—for ex- 
ample, whether there ought to be a State 
Church—whether there ought’to be complete 
freedom of conscience—whether it were not pro- 
per to abolish the rites of matrimony, and tole: 
rate promiscuous intercourse—whether broth- 
els ought not to be licensed. All these might as- 
sume the form of political questions, but every- 
body sees that they would be primarily moral, 
and that it would be monstrously absurd to de- 
ny to clergymen the right to discuss such ques- 
tions on religious grounds, or question the right 
of the Church to act in regard to them.

tinetly, that these laws operated to demoral- 
ize the laboring classes, and counteract the ef- 
fect of their religious teachings. For onc, we 


can see nothing to blame in such conduct. 


The prevailing evil of our country in regard 
to Politics is, practical Acheism. In the esti- 
mation of a large-portion.of the Political Press, 
once make any-questian.Palitical, and you ter- 
minate a man’s moral responsibiljties in regard 
to it. No matter if it before involyed high 
moral considerations, now it has nothing todo 
with right or wrong, but is to be solely deter- 
mined upon grounds of political or party expe- 
diency. War is a horrible evil and wicked- 
ness, and the clergyman may denounce it as 
such—buat, when it comes’ up in the Nationa] 
Legislature or between Parties, as a practical 
question, “Shall there be war or no war?” then 
let the Church be dumb, and the minister hold 
his peace,and men act, as if there were no 
God! The infamously blasphemous assumption 
is, that when political demagogues, or the Peo- 
ple if you will, say, let this be a political ques- 
tion,God has nothing to do with it. That is—the 
People may take any moral relation they please, 
and declare that it is no longer a moral rela- 
tion—may remove any great moral question 
from the sphere to which God has assigned it, to 
the low ground of state or party expediency, 
and then say to the Almighty, hitherto shalt 
Thou come and no farther! 

This, we say, is the. prevailing vice of 
American Politics. By the base acts of po- 
litical demagogues, unthinking people have 
been deluded into the grossest practical Athe- 


ism. 





The Next. Presidency, 

We invite particular attention to the follow- 
ing extracts. They contain topics for reflec- 
tion—topics which have suggested themselves 
before to our own mind. 

The first extract is from a letter received 
from a gentleman in Philadelphia. 

“I see the Liberty Party in Ohio have nomi- 
nated that excellent man, Samuel Lewis, as 
their candidate for Governor. 

“I have no doubt you have noticed the great 
efforts made by the Whigs, especially in the 
East, to break down the Liberty Party under 
the odium of annexation. Let me say to you, 
these efforts are made in reference to the next 





Presidential election. If they succeed, Henry 


Clay will be the next Whig candidate; if not, 
some other person will be selected. Mark what 
I say: I speak the sentiments of some of our 
leading Whigs.” 

The next extract is from the,Washington 
correspondence of the New York Herald—the 
editor himself being the correspondent. 

After exhibiting in strong language the state 
of things inthe Democratic ranks, from which 
he is led to the conclusicn that from the neces- 
sities of the case Mr. Polk will be the-next 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency, he 
remarks— 

“Such being the opinion entertained by a 
number of the friends of Mr. Polk in Congress, 
a similar state of things is forming in the oppo- 
sition ranks, in reference to Henry Clay, who is 
still considered a candidate for the next Presi- 
dency, if Mr. Polk should be held up in the 
same capacity. These movements in reference 
to Mr. Polk, on the one side, and Mr. Clay on 
the other, will not depend on the result of Con- 
ventions—nor will the idea that the days of 
Conventions have passed away, be weakened in 
any respect by this cause. There is certainly 
a strong disposition among a certain portion of 
the Whigs here—particularly the Western 
Whigs—tio give Mr. Clay another trial.” 

The Whig leaders, he says, contend that the 
election of 1844 was not a fair test of the rela- 
tive strength of the two candidates, the eccen- 
tric movements of the Liberty Party deciding 
the question in favor of the minority candidate. 
He believes it is agreed upon by a number of 
the leading Whigs in Congress and out of it, to 
start a new paper, to represent this movement. 

These extracts, we say, coniain most serious 
topics for reflection. We do not believe that 
Mr. Polk will be run again, but it is not at all 
unlikely that Mr. Calhoun will be the Demo- 
cratic candidate, Should this be so, the proba- 
bilities of Mr. Clay’s re-nomination will be in- 
creased. The Whig leaders will proceed on the 
assumption that no man could be chosen, more 
obnoxious to the anti-slavery people of the 
North, than J, C. Calhoun, and that his nomi- 
nation in itself would constitute a crisis, equal 
to that of Annexation, in its claims upon 
anti-sivavory yoters to give their suffrages 
for Mr. Clay who wauld be, under this aspect, 
infinitely preferable in their estimation to Mr, 
Calhoun. 

But, no matter who may be the Democratic 
candidate, there are several considerations 
which make it not improbable that Mr. C'ay 
will be the Whig candidate, He is the favor- 
ite of the Whig party proper—by which we 
mean, the Capitalists, Manufacturers, Bankers 
and Slaveholders. He is the most complete ex- 
ponent of their views, the ablest champion of 
their interests. No other man in the party en- 
joys so entirely the confidence of its Southern 
and Northern sections. There would seem to 
be a general understanding among the lead- 
ing Whig papers to keep him prominent be- 
fore the eye of the Public since his defeat.— 
State conventions of the Whig party are in the 
constant habit of passing resolutions expres- 
sive of their admiration of his talents, sympa- 
thy with his principles,and confidence in his 
integrity. And such papersas the New York 
Tribune, announce openly their preference for 
him as their next candidate for the Presidency, 
should there be a chance of electing kim, Add 


|toall this, the vigilant efforts of the leading 


Whig papers, especially in the East, to keep 
out of view the claims or pretensions of any 
other member of their party to the Presidency. 

Have we not in these secret purposes of the 
Whig party proper, a clue to the gontinual 
abuse heaped by its orators and editors upon 
Liberty men—to the -deadly attempts in all 
sections of the country to break down the Lib- 
erty movement? ; 

It will be recollected that according to the 
assumption of the Whig prints, the vote of New 
York determined the fate of Mr. Clay—that the 
Liberty men determined the vote of New York 
—that had it not been for their “eccentric 
movements,” Mr, Clay would have been Presi- 
dent. Accordingly, from that time to this, 
incessant have been the labors of the ‘Tribune 
and others papers of its stamp to break down 
the Liberty party in that section; and, by a 
most unfortunate conjunction of circumstances, 
the agitation of the Convention question in 
New York is mightily aiding this work. It 
seems to us, that on this question our friends 
there ought not to have organized. The mem- 
bers of the Party ought to have been simply 
advised to vute soas to secure universal suf- 
frage. Then, there would have been no divi- 
sion—no formal or organic union with cither 
party—-no apparent countenance given to either. 
The Liberty organization would have remain- 
ed, unimpaired, of one heart and one mind, rea- 
dy as ever to do battle against the pro-slavery 
parties in the ordinary State elections, and ‘in 
national politics. But, they have suffered them- 
selves to be divided—unpleasant dissensions 
have sprung up among them—crimination and 
recrimination are widening the breach—mean- 
time, the old parties look on secretly rejoicing, 
and the Whigs are doubtless anticipating the 
dissolution of the organization, or such a dimi- 
nution of its power, that henceforth they will 
have the field to themselyes, / 

Should this prove to be the case—should our 
friends in New York be shorn of their power, 
and find it difficult cordially to harmonize 
again, nothing but a most decisive increase of 
the Liberty vote in the other States, especially 
in Ohio and Massachusetts—an increase to such 
an extent as to shew that Hfenry Clay cannot, 
in the event of his nomination, secure the elec- 
toral vote of either—can prevent his nomination 
by the Whig Party. Mark that. 

Need we press this consideration upon the 
Anti-Slavery men of Ohio, of whatever name? 
Is it not palpable to every mind? Does it 
not constitute in itself, a tremendous argument 
in favor of the most powerful effort on the part 
of Liberty men, and in favor of the co-opera- 
tion of all real Anti-Slavery men with them? 

And collect—like candidate, like party. Let 
Henry Clay be nominatedas the candidate of 
the Whig Party, and John C. Calhoun as the 
candidate of the Democratic Party, and these 
Parties will again boand fast in the chains of 
inexorable Slavery. 





“‘Wasterly Inactivity’*—The Mails, 

“Masterly inactivity” is the characteristic of 
slaveholding policy in relation to every thing 
but getting office, and extending the “area of 
freedom.” Mr. Polk is adopting a very “imas- 
terly inactivity” in respect to Oregon, and no 
one whohas to do with the mails, will deny 
that Cave Johnson cannot be exceeded in this 
notable quality, so far as the Post Office is 
concerned, For the last week, we have not 
received a regular, full paper mail. At one 
time, the cars would bring the Washington pa- 
pers, but no Baltimore, New York, or Philadel- 
phia ones. At another time would come two 
or three stray New York papers, and no Phila- 
delphia, Washington or Baltimore ones. - In 
fact, we have all sorts of fancy work. The 
contractors, stage-drivers, or oyster men, em- 
boldened by the “masterly inactivity” of Mr. 
Johnson, do what seemeth good in their. eyes. 
Sometimes, the cars bring part of the paper 
mail, and the boats another part some hours 
later, while a part remains behind to consti- 
tute the load for next day. 
This mismanagement is abominable. We 
suppose as Mr. Johnson belongs to that class 





whose right divine it is to reign, he thinks he 


may treat the free people of the Union, as he 
does the slaves of his plantation. He is utter 
ly unfit for the station he ocenpies. It may be 
that his object is to break down the cheap pos- 
tage system, but he will break himself down 
sooner than that. Weare wearied with ¢om- 
plaining. In our remembrance, things have 
never been managed soscandalously. It is all 
folly to throw the own blame upon the-eon- 
tractors, or any other subordinates. Theright 
kind ofa man at the head of the Department, 
would infuse his Whole sou] jnto every’ branch 
of it. What madness to place so complicate a 
macbinery—one requiring sucht industry, ener- 
gy, Vigilance, conumanding talent, and business 
capacities of the highest order—unfder the con- 
trol of a man who has acquired all his notions

The Lake Country and Harbors, 

The River and tiatbor appropriation bill un- 
der discussion in the Housc, encounters, as 
usual, strenuous and captious opposition froma 
large portion of the Southern members. They 
pretend to found their hostility on constitu- 
tional scruples. Pshaw! ‘The world understands 
the value of their scruples. They might as 
well talk of Conscience as the Constitution. 
They wear them as Joose garments, to be worn 
or cast aside as the weatlier may demand.— 
Passing laws to imprison citizens of the free 
States, and then questioning the constitution: 
ality of improving a Lake Harbor! Going in 
a body for the constitution of Florida, which 
formally authorizes a flagrant violation of the 
federal constitution, and then denying the con- 
stitutionality of a meagre appropriation to 
clear the navigation of the Ohio! Voting to 
annihilate the right of petition, and then sti¢k- 
ing forthe ninth part of a hair on the consti- 
tutional question whether the harbor of St 
Louis ought to be saved by the General Gov- 
ernment! Conspiring to cxtend slavery inde- 
fiance of the constitution, over untold regions, 
and then crying out against the enormity of 
spending a little of the nation’s money to re- 
move snags from the Mississippi! Their con 
stitutional scruples in all these cases canonly 
be equalled by the extreme delicacy of their 
consciences, in relation to war with Great Bri- 
tain for the sake of Oregon. Nog objection in 
the world to cutting the throat of Mexico-but, 
this thing of going to war with Great Britain! 
it will never do—our consciences forbid it! 

Now, we are no advocate for extravagant ex- 
penditures by the General Governmcnt, nor 
can wo ucknow!edgé its right to interfere with 
internal improvements any further than. these 
may be beyond the ability of the individual 
States, and of great national interest; and even 
then we would rigorously watch over all ap- 
propriations, Rut, the man must be blind'asa 
bat, who cannot see that the system of Lake 
{mprovements lies properly within the sphere 
of federal action. It is just as clearly the duty 
of Congress to expend the national monies in 
improying the harbors and rendering safe the 
navigation of the great chain of inland seas 
on our North, as to provide for the safety of 
navigation on our Atlantic seaboard. The hos- 
tility of so many slaveholders to those improve- 
ments gives the lie to their professions of an 
expansive patriotism; and thcir attempt to veil 
this sectional jealousy by constitutional pre- 
tences, is a mean imposture, 

The amount of the Lake trade in 1841jin 
exports and imports, was estimated in official 
documents, at $65,826,022. Mors recently, 
sixty-five circulars were addressed by the U. 
S. Chief Topographieal Engineer to the several 
collectors and deputies at the ports an the 
Lakes, with a view of obtaining statistics of 
the increase af the trade. Up to the time when 
it became necessary to report, only seventeen 
answers had been returned. Under these cit- 
cumstances, the Engineer was obliged to resort 
to other sources; and his conclusion is, that at 
the present time, there isevery reason to be- 
lieve that the export and import trade of the 
various harbors of the lakes is $100,000,000, 

The Lake tonnage is generally in steam- 
boats, large in size, strongly buiit, well manned, 
and ably commanded. These Would furnish a 
the shortest notice the material of a numero 
and most formidable fleet, capable of bearing an 
efficient armament, and of transporting larg 
It is easy to see what a vas’ 
nursery of seamen this Lake navigation mus 
afford. Under every aspect, in every relation 
indeed, it is a great National Interest. And 
yet, what is the amount of all the appropria- 
tions made by Congress to make this naviga- 
tion, safe for the vast interests embraced in it, 
and commensurate with the wants of the im 
mense regions concerned in it? From the com- 
mencement of the system of Lake Improve- 
tnents in 1824 down tothe year 1845, inclusive 
the total amount of appropriations, is set down 
at only $2,861,964. And yet this meagre 
sum, which has in fact given birth to a trade 
worth $100,000,000 annually, is meanly gradged 
by the very men who are eager in voting ap- 
propriations for those miserable excrescences 
on the body politic—the Army and Navy— 
which cost the Nation from 1824 to 1845 at 
least $350,000,000, without having prodaced 
one copper in return! ’

Some people imagine that the feeling in fa- 
vor of feve trade in Nngland is transitory, grow- 
ing out of a certain exigency which may pass 
away, We have had occasion heretofore to no- 
tice this delusion. A few facts in relation to 
the Press in England, the great exponent and 
guide of public opinion will expose it siill more 
effectually. We gather them from an article 
in the London League. The writer refers to 
the last returns which extended only to Decein- 
her 31st, 1843. Since that time, however, the 
free trade journals have multiplied. 

Of the five Morning Dailies published in Lon- 
don, three, the Advertiser, Chronicle and Times, 
with a cirenlation per day of 30,561, were in 
fuyor of Pree Trade; and two, the Herald and 
Post, with a circulation of 8,327, were opposed 
to it. . 

Of tho four Evening Dailies, three are.inda, | 
vor of free trade—the Globe, Sun and Shipping 
Gazelte —circulation per day, 7,416; and one is 
opposed—the Standard, circulation per day, 
2,940. g 
Of the Wtckly Metropolitan papers, fifteen, 
witha circylation of 214,000, are free-trade: 
five, Witha tirculatlon of 29,000, are opposed. 

The evenng Dailies are circulated chiefly 
in the country; the morning, chiefly in town 
but largely iy the country; the Weekly are cir- 
culated about cqually in town and country, 

Of the provincial papers, nine, with a ciren- 
lation of 49,74, are free trade; two, with a cir- 
culation of 1347, are opposed. :

The packet ship Liverpool, at New York, 
brings Liverpool advices to 9th February in- 
clusive. We are indebted for extras to the N. 
York Courier, Herald and Sun. 

The Liverpool Albion 01 the 9th speaks of 
the “brighter” and better hope which has 
sprung up of peace being preserved between 
England and the United States, as the grand 
feature of the past week. The Albion repudi 
ates the idea thrown out by some of the Lon- 
don pupers, that fear on the part of the Senate 
caused the rejection of Mr. Allen’s resolution, 
and says: 

“All the proceedings of the British Parlia- 
ment are messengersof peace. The announce- 
ment of the ministerial intentions in the mat- 
ter of commercial policy from corn to timber, 
the determination of the English people to have 
this. policy carried into effect 1s shown in all 
theirmovements. ‘These things cannot fail to 
make due impression upon the shrewd, and 
clever, and calculati:g population of the Uni- 
ted States, and to bring down war and its ad- 
Vocates to a becoming discount. 

‘But another voice has been raised beyond 
the shores of England, which will have a 
mighty influence. The war party in Amer- 
iea clearly hoped to have with them first the 

ympathy and then the assistance of France, 
ould they plunge into hostilities with this 
country. ‘The intelligence of the disappoint- 
Lesent of this hope is now sounding across the 
Atlantic.” ; 

According to file “talk on ’change” of the 
Abiverpdol “papers, Sir Robert Peel’s chance of 
carrying*his commercial measure is increasing. 
The Peers, however, it is still feared, will stand 
by thei order. 

The problem of whethér Sir Rebert Pecl’s 
ministry will stand, had made no progress to 
wards solution since the previous advices. Sir 
Rober 3 health is. reported in some of the pa- 
pers, 28 not good, and even if he should carry 
his measures, he will, it is said, soon retire from 
the Ministry.

Excitement in Nashville—A Mob— 
Death, 
Nashville, T'enn., March 15th, 1846. 


Dear Sir:—This city hasagain been the thea- 
tre of a bloody tragedy. For sometime past 
rumors of a painfully delicate nature have been 
in circulation in regard toa lady of this city, 
which coming to the ears of her husband, in- 
duced him to search for the source from whence 
they emanated. . He traced them toa Mr. E. Z. 
C. Judson, a man grown somewhat notorious of 
late. They met yesterday near the African 
church, and the meeting resulted in the death 
of the lady’s husband, Mr. Ropert Por terriecp. 
It seems that Judson had been down,near the 
Sulphur Spring, practising with his’ pistols, and 
was returning when he met Mr. Porterfield,— 
The latter fired, it is said, twice without effect; 
Judson once, hitting his victim in the forehead, 
and inflicting a wound of which he died last 
night. Judson was arrested and taken to the 
Court House for examination before a Justice 
of the Peace. Almost immediately, as the 
matter became known, 2 large crowd gathered 
in and about the Court House, and symptoms of 
violence began to be manifested. A brother of 
the deceased, justly excited against the mur- 
derer of his brother, went into the Courtroom 
and shot at Judson a number of times. Judson 
ran out of the door, Porterfield followed and 
shot several times more as he went dewn the 
steps. Judson kept. on, and on reaching the 
door of the City Hotel, Porterfield placed a pis- 
tol at his headand fired but Judson dodged, and 
escaped with only the loss of a lock of haim 
Whilst he was dodging about others shat. 
him, too, but he had the good fortune to e 
When in the Court House for examination, 

of the crowd were for shooting, others 
hanging him, and outside the cry was, “fete 
him out tous.” To continue my narration. 
Escaped from the crowd, Judson secreted him- 
self in the Hotel, and after a search of some fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, he was discovered, and 
a rush of hundreds of people was made for 
him. Ashe essayed to escape again, he fell 
from the third story of the Hotel into the yard, 
and feigning to be dead or dying, the trowd 
permitted the Sheriff and his posse. to conve 
him to prison. But for this deceit, he in| 
doubtless, have been torn to pieces. 

Here it was hoped the matter would end— 
that all violence would cease, and the law be per- 
mitted to vindicate itself. But there was a 
thirst for vengeance excited,and it must needs 
be quenched. Se at night a party went to the 
jail and demanded the prisoner, who was giv- 
en uptothem. “Hang him,” was their deter- 
mination, and he was accordingly marched off 
to a proper place, a rope placed about his neck, 
one end thrown over the temporary gallows, 
and he was hauled up between Heaven and 
Earth. Pop! went the rope, an down fell the 
victim, his necklace having yielded to the mo- 
mentum of his body. Here better counsels 
prevailed, and he was taken back and deliver- 
ed to the Jailor, in rather a low state of health, 
scarcely able to speak. It is presumed now 
that nothing further will be done in the way of 
violence, and that the prisoner will be allowed 
the benefit of a trial by jury.

I ho,e never to see such a spectacle 
again. But Iam not astonished at this occur- 
rence. Judson bas sinned deeply—he has pro- 


voked this community beyond endurance—and 
it is a matter of surprise that he has escaped 
so long. °

fearful responsibility incurred by the larger de- 
nominations, and some of the smaller ones, in 
virtually sanctioning and directly supporting 
Slavery, no candid man of right principles can 
doubt. In this respect, they are known and 
read ofall men. The single fact that these or- 
ganizations extend over the country North and 
South, comprising Slaveholders and non-Slave- 
holders in their communion; and that they 
have either abstained from all ecnsure of Slave- 
holding, and opposed every measure avowedly 
instituted for the extinction of the evil, while 
the churches lying in the South have put forth 
the most gross dogmas in favor of Slavery as 
a divine institution, without incurring rebuke 
or disapprobation from their National judica- 
tories, is enough to stamp them as pro-slavery, 
in the estimation of every thinking, unpreju- 
diced mind. 

The. Methodist Episcopal Church until the 
late General Conference, was just as guilty as 
the rest. Her discipling, in a qualified sense, 
was anti-slavery, but her practice was pro- 
slavery. A large majority of her white mem- 
bers in the slave States were Slaveholders.— 
Many of her preachers, especially those dis- 
tinguished for their talent and influence, were 
Slavehelders, dnd on visiting the North were 
treated by Northern Methodists with marked 
consideration. Methodist preachers at the 
South openly defended Slavery as right; Meth- 
odist Conferenees at the South passed resolu- 
tions affirming ‘the sinleesness of Slavery; and 





or civil way, and prospectively, the formation 
and action of an anti-slavery political party— 
or the Liberty Party, if you will. And in this, 
they are justified by the editor of the Western | 
Christian Advocate! 

Now, we ask this gentleman, with what pro- 
priety can his church, and his paper, the organ 
of the church, denounce the Liberty Party,any 
more than the Whig party or Democratic?— 
Is it fitting that they should take part or sides 
in politics? Is this Methodist usage? “It is 
true,” says this editor, in the very article un- 
der notice, the several political parties, as 
Democratic, Whig and Liberty, may have their 
respective claims to superiority. But surely 
the Church in her ecclesiastical capacity, 
ought not to become the partisan of any politi- 
cal party.” 

This sound is doctrine—but neither should it 
become a partisan against any political party. 
It is a miserable libel for any man to assert 
that the Liberty party wishes to force or per- 
suade any religious body into the support of 
its claims or its candidates. It clearly under- 
stands the metes and bounds of Church and 
State, Sects and Parties. And it is because it 
so understands them, that it questions the right 
of any Church, or Church organ, to take ground 
ecelesiastically against it. But, this the Advo- 
cate hus done, and continues to do, so.long as 
it justifies the action of the General Confer- 
enc®fn denouncing Modern Abolition, atid jus- 











it wasa common remark, and as true as it was 
common, that the declaration of the discipline 
in regard to Slavery, was a dead letter in most 
of the slave States. And yet, no voice of re- 
buke or protest against this degeneracy of doc- 
trine and practice was tolerated at the North 
by the Church authorities. The agitation of 
the question of Slavery under any form was 
discountenanced. The General Conference of 
1836, in this city, passed resolutions denounc- 
ing Abolitionists, while it refused to utter any 
declaration which could be construed into the 
slightest intimation that the departure of the 
Southern section of the Church from ancient 
usages and doctrines on the subject of Slavery, 
was disapproved of. And in 1840, the General 
Conference went so far as to pass resolutions 
prohibiting the reception of the testimony of 
the colored church members, in church trials, 
in States where the civil law forbade colored 
testimony in secular trials. 

Meantime, the anti-slavery sentiment of the 
Church from various causes was aroused, and 
one of the Bishops having become a slavehold- 
er, this was made the occasion in the General 
Conference of 1844, for the development and 
action of thatsentiment. The result is known. 
The Methodist Church is divided. The origi- 
nal body still claims the title of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and adheres to its discipline 
on the subject of Slavery, which, it is declared, 
needs no change. ‘The Southern section has 
assumed the title of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, and also retains the old Disci- 
pline on the subject of Slavery, unaltered.— 
The original body denounces the Southern sec- 
tion as apostate from the primitive faith of 
Methodism in regard to Slavery—although it 
is notorious that in not one jot or tittle has 
that section changed its sentiments or acts so 
far as Slavery is concerned, for the last fifteen 
years,during which period, with the exception 
of the last year or two, it was sustained in its 
course by the whole church. — If, therefore,it 
be pro-slavery now, it is no more so than it was 
in the years 1836 and 1840, when the General 
Conference representing the entire body, gave 
it full countenance and support, and rebuked 
anti-slavery efforts for its reform. 

The change has not been in the Southern, 
bat the Northern section, of the Church, and 
the former in making this charge, is sustained 
by undeniable history. 

, And yet in view of all these facts, we find 
athe Editor of the Western Christian Advocate, 
the organ of the denomination in the West, a 
man venerabe for years,and whose integrity 
we are not at liberty to impeach, maintaining 
week after week, that the Methodist Church is 
unchanged in its doctrines and action in re- 
gard to Slavery—that it never has changed— 
that its course has ever been uniform and con- 
sistent! We can attribute so bold and untena- 
ble a position to but one cause—a conviction, 
@ supposition, or a prejudice, on his part, 
that the Church of his affection is infallible. On 
this assumption alone, can we explain the re- 
markable contradiction of the Editor—his at- 
tempts to justify the resolution of the Confer- 
ence of ’36, and the action of the Conference of 
*40, and te harmonize the policy pursued by both 
those Conferences with the entirely opposite 
action of ,the Conference of 1844. On thisas- 
sumption alone, can we explain his labored ef- 
forts to show that the Church has always pur- 
sued a consistent course, has never for a mo- 
ment turned away from the true faith in re- 
gard to Slavery, which is, according to his 
definition, that all voluntary slaveholding is 
sin, when he knows that for at least a period of 
twenty years preceding the year 1844, it never 
took any measures to discountenance or exclude 
voluntary slaveholding, which had become a 
domestic institution in nearly the whole South} 
ern section of the Church. This same fiction, 
as we suppose—a persuasion of the infallibility 
of his Church—is constantly leading him into 
difficulties. For example, the Editor of the 
Advocate says: 
“Our contraster of original and modern Meth- 
odism quotes the following from the General 
Conference and pastoral address of 1836. 
“Resolved by the Delegates of the Annual Con- 
Serences in General Conference assembled, That 
they are decidedly opposed to modern abolition- 
ism, and wholly disclaim any right, wish, or‘in- 
tention, to interfere in the civil and political 
teiaiions between master and slave, as it exists 
in the slaveholding States of this Union.” 
May, 1836. 

“We have come to the conclusion, that the 
only safe, Scriptural, and prudent way for us, 
both as ministers and people, to take is, wholly 
to refrain from this exciting question,” &c. 
tem Address of General Conference of 


“By modern abolition, the General Conference 
meant, and was so understood as meaning, the 
organization of abolition societies in free States 
for the express purpose of doing away or abol- 
ishing slavery in the slave States. 'The Con- 
ference viewed recent abolition as operating in 
a civil or political way, in reference to the civil 
character of slavery. The Conference believed 
that the Church acted on slavery in its moral 
and ecclesiastical character alone. The Church 
foresaw, and facts prove the correctness of her 
foresight, that the organized abolition socie- 
ties would, ere long, be identified with some 


political party, or would form an independent 
one. 


Here is a distinct, unqualified vindication of 
the action of the Conference of 1836. 

One of the grounds on which it is vindicated 
is this:—the church foresaw that the organized 
abolition sovieties would cre long be identified 
with some political party, or would form an in- 
dependent one. Jt must then have had the 
gift of fore-knowledge in a pre-eminent degree. 
For at that time, the Liberty Party was not 
@reamed of; and we are very certain no such 

~sSpprehension as is expressed by the Advocate, 
wus avowed by the Methodist Church or its 
amembers. 
Bai, conceding that it actually proceeded 
upon such foresight, then the editor, by his own 
showing, justifies the Church ina prospective 


tifies it on two grounds—Afirst, becausé Modern 
Abolition was interference~in a political or 
civil way with Slavery; and secondly, becausc 
the Conference foresaw that_ thigh Abolition 
would either connect - itself #ttr #* political 
party, or form an independent one, itself! 
We have no objection that the Advocate 
shovld labor to maintain the entireness of its 
Church, or prevent the secession of its mem- 
bers—that is none of our business. But, every 
man “to hislast.” Let not a Church organ set 
itself as a partizan either for or AGAINST 
any political party. And inthis connection let 
us say, it would have been more generous if 
the Editor of the Advocate had not pointed to 
the gentleman who now stands as the Guber- 
natorial candidate of the Liberty party, in such 
a way, as to convey totally false ideas of his 
opinions; when, as the Advocate knows, he is 
excluded-from speaking freely through the col- 
wmnns of that journal in defence of himself and 
his associates, and even if this were not so, his 
peculiar position at this time, would render 
rather unwise any such defence.

The Indian Appropriation and the

Tliose articles which affect more partic- 
ularly the lower classes, I shall endeavor to 
treat with more forbearance. 

“In the first instance I will refer to the cot- 
ton manufacture. The great mass of the cot- 
ton manufacture, consisting of calicoes, prints, 
&c., is subject to a duty of ten per cent: cotten 
goods made up, such as shirts and stockings, 
brought from abroad, are subject to a duty 
of 20 per cent.; generally, cotton manufac- 
tures are liable only to a duty of 10 per cent, I 
propose that all manufactures at a duty of 10 per 
cent. shall in future be brought in DUTY 
FREE; and that the duty of 20 per cent., 
which applies to certain articles manufactured 
abroad from cotton,and therefore in a certain ad- 
vanced staté, shall hereafter be liable to a duty 
of only 10 per cent. Articles of the ordi 
c.lton manufacture, shall be imported FRE. 
OF ALL DUTY, while shirts, stockings, &c. 
shall pay 10 per cent. instead of 20 per cent., as 
at present.”

the mind with a volume of ideas. A few @t-' 
amples from his Lecture on the Steam Engine 
are exactly in point. 

A pint of water, evaporated by two ounces 
of coal, swells into two hundred and sixteen 
gallons of steam, with a mechanical fofte suf- 
ficient to raise a weight of thirty-seven tons, 
a foot high. By allowing it to expand, by vir- 
tue of its elasticity, a further mechanical force 
may be attained, at least equal in amount to 
the former. 

Five pints of water evaporated by a pound 
of coke in a locomotive engine, will exert a 
mechanical power sufficient to draw two tans 
weight on a railway a distance of one mile jin 
two minutes. Four horses in a stage cogch 
on a common road will draw the 
weight the same distance, in’ about ejght 
minutes. 

Four tons of coke, worth twenty-five dollars, 
will evaporate water cnough to carry, on @ yail- 
way, a train of coaches weighing about eighty 
tons and transporting two hundred ey 
passengers with their luggage, me a 

to Birmingham and back again, a fetal distance 
of 190 miles, in four hours and a quarter, each 
wuy. To transport the same number of pas- 
sengers daily by stage coaches on a common 
road, between the same places, would require 
twenty coaches and an establishment of three 
thousand cight hundred horses, with which the 
journey in each direction would be performed 
in about twelve hours! 

A more striking illustration of the incalcu- 
lable saving in time and money produced by 
stcam, cannot be given. 

If the earth were begirt with an iron rail- 
way, the whole twenty-five thousand miles of 
circuit could be performed by such ¢ train as 
that above carrying 240 passengers, in. five 
weeks, with thirty tons of coke, costing not 
quite one hundred and ninety doHars! 

A bushel of coals as used in Comwall will 
raise fifty thousand tons of water one foot high, 
The work of a stage horse is equivalent to 
about five hundred tons raised a foot,, “A bush- 
el of coals, consequently, as used in Cornwalk 
performs as much labor as a day's work of 
one hundred such horses.” ie 
The materials of the great pyramid of Egypt, 
standing upon a base measuring sever hundred 
feet cach way, and five hundred feefit- height, 
weighing twelve thousand, menos and 
sixty millions of pounds; and whith required 
for its construction, the povstgn§ labor for 
twenty years of one hundred thogsand men, 
would be raised from the ground { their pre- 
sent position by the combustion offabout 480 
tons of coals! 

It is easy to sce the wonderful chafges which 
the use of this powerful, agent, and other phy- 
sical agents, has wrought in the arts, manufac- 
tures, and the mere physical of human life.— 
But, the painful conviction is forced upon us 
that the moral results, or ine effects upon the 
higher interests of man have thus far been by

then it should say so plainly. fle was an ene- 
my to every thing equivocal in legislation. He 
was inclined to vote for Mr. Colquitt’s resolu- 
tion, or something in the shape of it, but he 
would not commit himself—only he was op- 
posed to every thing that would interfere with 
compromise. 

He then attempted to vindicate the policy of

Exportation of Indian Corn, 

It is a good thing that the laws of trade are 
not under the control of politicians. Despite 
all the speculations of these gentlemen, mer- 
chants and farmers will in the long run- find 
out profitable markets for the products they 
deal in. You may demonstrate by irrefragable 
argumentation that it is better always to ex- 
port corn in the shape of bacon, than in grain, 
but if the farmer should find out that there is 
a limit to the demand of bacon, and a profita- 
ble return for his grain, he will not stop to take 
advice of the speculative political economists. 

The Cincinnati Chronicle, like other kin- 
dred papers, has come ‘to the conclusion, it 
would seem, that the American People must 
eat their own bread, and raise no more bread 
than they can eat. Already has the decree 
gone forth, that the farmer shali not export his 
corn, and so he would do well to stimulate 
the appetites and capacities of the manufac- 
turers at home, since they assuredly must di- 
gest all his surplus. 

A few days since the Chronicle copied from 
the New Orleans Bulletin a calculation, by 
which the writer atrived at the conclusion that 
a bushel of maize from this country could not 
be sold at less than 85} cents a bushel in Liver- 
pool, yielding a profit to the shipper of 64 cts. 
The calculation, it seemed to us, was altogether 
uncertain, but the Chronicle assuming it to be 
correct in every point, exclaimed— 

“This explodes at once every idea of sending 
Indian corn in large quantities to England.— 
An American bushel ut 52 lbs. only must sell 
in England at 85 cents. Now every man ac- 
quainted with the uses of Indian corn knows 
that it isa very dear article at that price. The 
Baltic wheat is and can be forever sold in Eng- 
land at less than the price of a bushel of Ame- 
rican corn.” 

This is truly marvellous. 

Let ussee. The largest supplies of wheat to 
England are from Dantzic and Warsaw; but 
according to the returns of the British consuls 
in reply to the questions of Lord Palmerston in 
1840, the cost per bushel on board of vessel in 
Liverpool of Dantzic wheat was $1:19} on that 
of Warsaw wheat, $1:42! Of course, to makea 
profit on either kind, it must be sold at an ad- 
vance on this cost. Now the cost of Indian 
corn, according to thre calculations of the New 
Orleans Bulletin, 80 entirely relied upon by the 
Chronicle, is, in the port of Liverpool, 79 
cents—and it may be sold at cents, yield- 
ing a profit te the shipper of 6} ceuts. And yet 
the Chronicle says the Baltic wheat is, and can 
be forever, sold in England at less than the 
price of a bushel of American corn! 

The farmer will see the necessity of examin- 
ing assertions hazarded so inconsiderately. 

Mr. Emery, an English gentleman, formerly 
in business in England, now a dealer in Lard 
Oil in this city, and well acquainted with the 
trade between this country and Great Britain, 
in an article in the Chronicle, of a later date 
than the paper containing the New Orleans 
calculations, exposes severa} important crrors 
in these, and mikes the following statement: 

“All kinds of grain [he is speaking of Eng- 
Jand] are sold by strict and not heaped measure, 
Indian corn weighs about 56 Ibs. to the imperi- 
al bushel, and very hard 58 lbs. It is eommonly 
sold at 12 cents less than horse beans, which 
rate from $1:19 to $1:50 per bushel.” 


This is a statement of a fact against a mere 
theory. If the statement be correct, and we 
find no reason to doubt it, it is easy to see that 
fair profits can be realized on shipments of corn 
from this country to Great Britain. “When 
the people of England,” says Mr. Emery, 
“know how to use corn meal], its value will be 
more appreciated, its consumption greatly in- 
creased, and its price, exceeding that of oat or 
barley meal, approximate nearer that of flour, 
80 that the merchant will be well remunerated 
in exporting it from this region.” 7 

Indeed, the Chronicle not long since was of a 
similar opinion, or we are very much mistaken 
No later than January and December last, the 
Editor wag inthe habit of frequently publish- 
ing long tables of exports, ‘to. show how 
rapidly the exportation. of Western products,

We think it due to the people, as well as the 
editors, to give a brief answer to our“Whig ed- 
itors, and we lrere especially invite them to re- 
publish this from the Herald entire, but we pro- 
test against their publishing any extracts to 
mislead the people.

In the first place then, as Liberty men we 
cannot choose between the two parties. The 
Locofoco party, as such, makes no pretension 
that it will carry out any one of our principles. 
The party has in it many who profess to be ab- 
olitionists, butasa party they have given them- 
selves up entirely to slaveholders’ domination, 
and their public men usually go ina body to 
obey the behests of slaveholders. They gener- 
ally admit, aye, and avow their support of all 
measures to perpetuate and extend slavery; they 
support the black laws of Ohio, slavery in the 
District of Coluinbia, the coastwise slave trade, 
the annexation of ‘l'exas with slavery, the Flor- 
ida slaveholding constitution, aud many such 
like enormities, and all this is so plain that it 
needs no demonstration. Hence when a Loco- 
foco is convinced that he ought to exert his le- 
gal power against slavery, if an honest man, he 
must leave his party at once and act with the 
Liberty party if he acts at all, and th’s is why 
we do not spend time on this point. 

We turn to the Whig party and see in it 
many who say they are opposed to slavery in 
the abstract, but as a party their action results 
exactly as does that of the other party. A few 
years since the Whigs had a working majority 
in both Houses of Congress, and yet slavery in 
the District’ was not abolished, the coastwise 
slave trace was continued, as was slavery in the 
territory of Florida. Mr. Giddings wus cen- 
sured for offering anti-slavery resolutions, and 
the right of. petition was suppressed. In Ohio 
the Whigs have now a majorty in both Houses, 
and yet they have refused to repeal the infa- 
mous black laws. We shall be told that there 
were more Whigs voted anti-slavery than Lo- 
cofocos; and we admit this, but it makes no dif- 
ference in the result, since there ure always 
Whigs enough voting against anti-slavery mea- 
sure to prevent their adoption; and Whigs vo- 
ting for the most ultra pro-slavery measures 
are still recognized as sterling members of their 
party. 

It suits the Whig editors in abolition sec- 
tions to deal in general terms against slavery, 
and labor to prove to abolitionists that the 
Whig party is anti-slavery, and that the true 
way to act against slavery, is to support their 
candidates. Liberty men are convinced by the 
past history of the Whig party and from the in- 
fluence of pro-slavery men over Whig legisla- 
tion, that the action of that party will be pro- 
slavery hereafter as it has been heretofore, and 
they think it their duty to expose the policy of 
Whig editors and undeccive Whig abolition- 
ists; this is what the State Journal falsely calls 
aiding the Locofocos. If the Whigs really are 
anti-slavery, as some of them profess, Jet them 
make the repeal of the black laws in Ohio and 
slave laws ir the District party measures, and 
go for divorcing the General Government from 
slavery, asa party. Until they do this, Liber- 
ty men cannot support the Whig any more 
than the Locofoco party. 

But, say our opponents, we aided in annexing 
= because we did not vote for Mr. Clay in 
1844, 

Liberty men. objected to annexation mainly 
on the ground of slavery. ‘I'exas as a free 
State would not have been opposed by us, if it 
could have been annexed by honorable means. 
We were pledged not to vote. for a-sl veholder 
or an advocate of slavery. This the Whigs knew 
before Clay was nominated. Texas was but one 
of a series of questions equally important, and 
we could not have contributed to the election 
of a man. whose policy might have led him to 
concur with usin one measure while he op- 
posed us in every other measure. To show.that 
Mr. Clay’s general action and principles on 
slavery must have precluded him from receiv- 
ing Liberty votes, I will quote from his own 
language, used at different times for some 25 
years past or more, and no language but his own 
will be quoted. 

In March, 1844, Mr. Clay spoke at Milledge- 
ville, Georgia. THis speech was reported in the 
paper of that ‘place, and’ was copied into the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. The following is an ex- 
tract from that speech, and explains his agency 
in the Missourl compromise. He says: 

“He moved for the appointment of a commit- 
tce ofone from each State, and that they should 
be elected by ballot; a means of designating a 
committee till then unknown in the House. On 
that committee, he placed the names of several 
that had voted against the reception of Mis- 
souri into the Union, and had the influence to 
have them elected; eighteen the first ballot,and 
the remaining six were upon his suggestion, 
made up of those having the next highest num- 
ber of votes. 

“The committee met, and readily agreed to 
report favorably to the reception of the new 
State into the Union. But this did not satisfy 
Mr. Clay; he urged on A, B and C, the question 
—“Will you vote for it in the Honse?” and had 
the happiness to wring from them the positive 
promise he desired, This gave the turn scale 
in ,the House, and he now knew the question 
was settled, It was Sunday evening, and he 
had now to takea walk of 3 miles to dine with 
the Russian minister, from whom he had a 
standing invitation to dine on every Sunday, 
and never, no never, did he move with a more 
buoyant step or elevated feeling than on that 
occasion.” 

Thys im 1844 Mr, Clay repoats with exulta- 
tion, the evidence that it was solely through 
his influence that slavery was perpetrated in 
that new State and this inglorious’’ consumma- 
tion so exhilerated him, that all his youthful 
byoyancy was Festored with extraordinary ele- 





has said in advocacy of the same principle, and 
| that he has not changed his mind, I quote from 
jaspeech in 1844 reaffirming the same senti 
ments. 

“Og the subject of abolition, I am per:uaded 
it is not necessary to say one word to this en- 
lightened assemblage. My opinion was fully 
expressed in the Senate of the United States a 
few years ago, and the expression of it was one 
of the assigned causes of my not receiving 
the nomination as candidate for the Presiden- 
cy in December, 1839. But, if there be any 
one who doubts, or desires to obtain further in- 
formation about my views in respect to that 
unfortunate question. I refer him to Mr. Men- 
denhal!, of Richmond, Indiana.” 

On the Texas question as connected with 
slavery he wrote several letters that were un- 
derstood in different sections in different ways; 
the South contending that he was for ‘Texas, 
and the North that he was against 'l’exas. 'l'o 
sctile this controversy, he wrote July 27th, 
as follows: . 

“I do not think it right to announce in ad- 
vance what will be the course of a future ad- 
ministration in respect to .a question with a 
foreign power. I have no hesitation in saying 
that, far from having any personal objections 
to the annexation of Texas, Z should be glad to 
see it, without dishonor, without war, with the 
common consent of the Union, and upon just 
and fair terms. I do not think the subject of 
slavery ought toaffect the question one way or the 
other.”

flow it was Done.—The European papers, in 
noticing the many atrocious murders and lynch- 
ings which take place in the South and West, 
are unable to account for the motives which 
could induce men, and some men of high stand- 
ing, to dip their bands in blood. ‘They can 
readily understand the motive of the highway- 
man who kills his victim, and then robs him, 
but it is incomprehensible how men with no 
other impulse than mere vexation or passion 
can coolly and deliberately shoot down a fel- 
low-creature. The last atrocious case was the 
murder of Col. Morse, of Mississippi. It ap- 
pears that Col. M., in company with Mr. Brad- 
ford Forrest, was on his way to attend the 
Covrt of Chancery at Holly Springs, and was 
met on his way by Mr. Janes Dyson, of Mar- 
shall county, with a double-barrel gun in his 
hand, and who accosted Col. Morse thus: “You 
are the d—d rascal who hired a man to swear a 
lie against me, are you not?” To which Col. 
M. answered in the negative. Dyson then call- 
ed him a d—d liar, to which Col. M. replied, 
“you are the liar if you say I did so.” Dyson 
then raised his gun and shot Col. Morse dead 
while scated on his horse, an ounce ball passing 
through his breast. When he fell Mr. Forrest 
alighted from his horse and was in the act of 
raising Col. M’s. head from the ground when 
Myson told him to leave him or he would kill 
him ina minute. Forrest proceeded, and Dy- 
sou went coolly to the post office, got some pa- 
pers, and returned to the dead body of Morse, 
by which a little boy was standing, and pro- 
ceeded immediately to Holly Speinge and am. 
ployed counsel to defend him. Mr. Forrest ap- 
prised the sheriff of Hernando, who with eight 
or ten men set off to Byson’s plantation, where 
he had returned, and seized him and brought 
hisn to jail. A correspondent of the Memphis 
Eagle says the excitement against him is terri- 
ble, and if he escapes popular vengeance it will 
only be to be hung by the law, unleéss he effects 
his escape, which he need not hope. ‘The body 
of Col. Morse was brought home, and buried 
during ill-suppressed excitement. As the large 
concourse left the grave a general rush was 
made for the jail to hang up the murderer forth- 
}with. But his poor, miserable, yet devoted 
wife was there, whose tears of anguish and im- 
ploring pleas of merey for her husband were 
more than the enraged multitude could disre- 
gard, and they fell back, leaving the wretched 
and devoted wife alone with her husband. A 
meeting of the citizens was to be held, and it 
was feared the murderer would not be permit- 
ted to be tried by the laws. He is a most de- 
praved monster, and even now gloats in boast- 
ing of his having killed a man in Madison, 
Tennessee, besides two negroes. We have a 
horror, and-justly so, of the practice of lynch- 
ing, but it oxcites no surprise when summary 
vengeance pursues 4 rich villain who is guilty 
of s6 deliberate and ferocious a murder.
